There was trouble down at Wanchai last 
night, as n. result of which William H, 
Durance, assistant storekeeper at Quarry 
Bay, was summoved by Carlos Chavos and 
Carlos Remedios for assault, Defendant 
pleaded not guilty, but admitted attacking 
the complainants hecause they called him 
a bad name.

commerce tlut any nation of the earth las 
evor seen. 

This iy ont of the most important of all 
questions that should occupy the mind of 
the statesman at this time and for the near 
future. It is beyond all comparison the 
most important of our international 

rohleins. Yet the whole policy of congress 

in regard to the Chinese and dapancso 
has pructically been increasing the 
alionation of the Oriental trade in- 
stend of attracting and promoting it. 

Since the insti{ution of modert interna- 
tional commerce, with the machinery of 
fast, ships and electric cables, no such 
opportunity as that of the United States, 
to grasp an almest fallow field, bns been 
presented as the peoples of the far cast 
will offer with the opening of the Panama 
canal. But we cannot await thot opening 
and hope to plunge into the field and at 


one sivoop capture all that is in sight. . 


We must don other nations are domg, 
and do better, if we are to prepare in tho 
meantime ty reap the golden reward that 
should be ours.
